Another Sleep Before the Start. 

With a snow charged blast In onr 
’ j faces It waa quite Impossible for us 
to start, so we withdrew to the snow 
Igloo, entered oar bags and slept a few 
boars longer. At noon the horizon 
cleared. The wind veered to the sooth- 
, west and came with an endurable 
force. The dogs bad been doobly fed 
the night t«fore They were not to 
be fed again for two days. Tbe 1.200 
| pounds of freight were packed on our 
sleds, and quickly we slipped around 
deep grooves In tbe great poUocrystic 
floes. 

Tbe snow had been swept from the 
ice by tbe farce of tbe preceding 
storms, and the speed attained by tbe 
dogs through even rough Ice was such 
that It was difficult to keep far enough 
, ahead to get a good course. 

Tbe crevasses and pressure lines gave 
little trouble at first, but the hard Ir¬ 
regularity of tbe bared Ice offered a 
dangerous surface for tbe life of our 
sleds passtng through blue gorges 
among miniature mountains of aea 
Ice. On a course slightly west of 
north we soon sank the bold headland 
which raises the northern point of 
Heiberg island. 

Camp Is Pitched. 

After a run of twenty-six miles we 
pitched camp on a floe berg of unnsual 
height. There were many big bnrv- 
mocks about, to the lee of which were 
great banka of hardened snow. Away 
from land It Is always more difficult 
to find snow suitable for cutting build 
lug Marts. but here waa ao abundance 
conveniently placed, in tbe course of | 
ao hour a comfortable palace of crys¬ 
tal was erected, and Into It we crept 
oat of tbe plerrlog wind. Tbe first 
day's march over tbe circumpolar sea 
was do s ed with a good record. 

Tbe dogs rurled up and went to sleep 
without a call, as If they knew there 
would be no food until tbe morrow. 
My wild com|iauk>n* covered their 
faces with their convenient long hair 
and sank quietly into a comfortable 
slumber, but for me sleep was quite 
Impossible. Letters must be written. 
The wbote problem of our campaign 
must be ngaiu carefully studied and 
final plana must lie made not only to 
rracb our ultimate destination, but for 
tbe returning parties and for tbe secu¬ 
rity of tbe thlogs at Aonootok. 

Impossible to Foretell Return. 

It was difficult st this time to even 
guess at tbe probable line of our re¬ 
turn to land. Much depended upon 
conditions encountered In the do (-to¬ 
ward route. Though we had left 
caches of supplies, with tbe object of 
returning along Nansen sound Into 
Cannon fiord and over Arthur Land. 

I entertained grave donbts of our abil¬ 
ity to return this way. If the lea 
drifted strongly to tbe east we might 
not be given tbe choice of working out 
I our own return. In that event we . 
would he carried perhaps helplessly to j 
Greenland and mu«t seek a return j 
either along tbe east coast or tbe weal 
( coast. 

I This drift did not offer a dangerous I 
hardship, for the musk oien would | 
keep us alive to tbe weal, and to tbe 
east It seemed possible to reach Shan¬ 
non Island, where tbe Baidwiu-Zlegler < 
expedition had abandoned a large 
cache of supplies. It appeared not Im¬ 
probable also that a large land exten¬ 
sion might offer a safe return much 1 
farther west 

Francks's Instructions. 

Because of this uncertainty Francke 1 
was Instructed to wait until June 5. , 
1908. and If we did Dot return he waa 
told to place Koolootingwab In charge 
, and go home either by tbe whaler* or 
by tbe Danish ships to tbe south. 

No relief which be could offer would 
help ua. and to wait for an Indefinite 
time alone would have Inflicted a Deed- 
less hardship. This and many other 
Instructions were prepared for Koo- 
lootlDgwab sod Inugito to take back. 

In tbe morning tbe frost In crystals 
had been swept from tbe air. but there 
remained a humid chill wbicb pierced 
to tbe bones. Tbe temperature was 
minus 56 F. A light air came from 
tbe west, and tbe aun burned In a 
freezing blue. 

After a few hours' march tbe Ice 
changed In character. Tbe extensive 
thick fields gave place to moderate 
slsed floea. Tbe floes were separated 
by zones of troublesome crushed Ice 
thrown Into high pressure lines, which 
offered seriont barriers, but with tbe 
ice az and Eskimo Ingenuity we man¬ 
aged to make fair progress. 

The second run on tbe polar sea was 
with twenty-one miles to our credit 
I bad expected to send tbe supporting 
party back from here, but progress 
bad not been at good as expected. We 
could hardly spare tbe food to feed 
tbelr dogs, so they volunteered to push 
along another day without dog food. 

Retura of tho Helpers. 

On the next day. with Increasing dif¬ 
ficulties in some troublesome Ice. we 
camped after making only sixteen 
miles. Here a small snow bouse was 
built, and from here, after disposing of
